Subdivision Residents 
Upset at Rezoning

Residents in North Park and Clough’s 
Highland Park subdivisions are opposed to 
rezoning a parcel of county land to commer- 
cial to allow construction of a Dial-A-Ride 
facility. 

The county proposed selling the land to 
Dial-A-Ride as a site for a $508,000 new 
facility built with federal and state grants. 

Many residents from North Park, which 
borders on the site, and Clough’s, located 
hearby, are opposed to the Dial-A-Ride 
facility or any commercial business being 
built on the approximately six-acre parcel. 

“We all use that pocket of woods for 
recreation,’ North Park resident Neil Long- 
worth told county commissioners last 
Thursday at a regular board meeting. 

‘It’s used by both adults and children. 
I’ve watched people fly kites there, play 
baseball, ride trail bikes, snowmobiles, pick 
berries, I’ve gone snowshoeing there, others 
take walks through the area. Right now it is 
zoned Recreational-Forest and that’s how it 
is used. We’re against any commercial use 
going on that land. We want it left as it is 
zoned right now,"’ said Longworth. 

Anothei’ subdivision resident, John Keir, 
told commissioners he did not think com- 
mercial use of that property would enhance 
his property. He also questioned whether 
the parcel was the best site for the Dial-A- 
Ride facility. 

“Why select a site that has nice residen- 
tial areas on two sides?”’ asked Keir. 

Commissioners Chairwoman Mary Har- 
land told the dozen subdivision residents at- 
tending the county meeting that the Dial-A- 
Ride facility would not be a noisy operation. 

‘The present operation is located between 
two residences and we’ve never had a com- 
plaint about noise,” said Harland. ‘“‘And one 
of the reasons for the new facility is the need 
for expansion. Everything will be done in- 
side at the new facility and all the buses will 
be stored inside.” 

David Frederick, director for Dial-A- 
Ride,.said the new facility will be an attrac- 


tive building and access from the building . 


will be toward Old 27. He said it’s likely the 
new facility would be out of view from the 
subdivisions. 

“Tt believe there will be no big change to 
the area,” said Frederick. 

Longworth said the first 150 feet of the 
parcel bordering on North Park is a clear- 
ing. He felt there was not enough room left 
on the parcel to provide an adequate buffer 


- zone, 


Another concern of residents was the 
storing of impounded police vehicles behind 
the Dial-A-Ride. They felt the storage of 
these vehicles, many of them wrecked, look- 
ed awful behind the current facility. 

Frederick said when Dial-A-Ride moved 


‘from their current site, storage of impound- 


ed vehicles will probably be moved. Kitchen 
said the sheriff has already proposed put- 
ting a fenced area for the cars near the 
sheriff department. 

Donna O’Grady asked commissioners if 
other sites had been considered. 

Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen, who 
worked on the site selection, said it was the . 
best site available. Dial-A-Ride needs a fair-- 
ly large piece of land for the proposed 75 by 
150-foot building, yet they need an area close 
to the center of Grayling, their main service 


area. Frederick also said they did not want _ 


to remove any more land from the county's 
already small tax base, so they looked at 
public land available instead of private 
land. 

O’Grady asked about the possibility of 
acquiring state land but Jeannette Kitchen 
said it takes a couple of years for the trans- 
fer. 

“We would lose our grant money for the 
new facility waiting for the transfer of state 
land. The grants are only good for a certain 
time and they require that we have clear 
title to the land.” 

“T can’t believe it would take two years to 
get a patch of land from the DNR,” said 
Longworth. ‘You can’t tell me if a bunch of 
politicians got together, they can’t get some- 
thing moving faster than that.” 

Commissioner Larry Mattis said it took 
two years to acquire DNR land for the fair- 
grounds and there were plenty of people 
pushing for it. 

The residents also asked the commission- 
ers about a smaller parcel along Old 
27 to Dial-A-Ride. The small parcel is being 
considered as a site for new North Central 
Community Mental Health offices. Some 
residents said they would rather see the 
offices on the parcel closer to the subdivi- 
sions and the Dial-A-Ride facility near Old 
27. 

But Frederick said he didn’t think there 
was enough room on the small parcel for the 
proposed Dial-A-Ride facility. 

Longworth said the residents are cir- 
culating a petition and will continue to op-

Howard ‘Whitey’ Madsen Retires After 45 Years of Newspaper Service 


During his 45 years of newspaper work 
ranging from ‘“‘printer’s devil’ to Editor- 
Publisher of the Crawford County 
Avalanche, it was the people he encountered 
that Howard ‘‘Whitey’’ Madsen enjoyed the 
most. 

“That’s what Pll miss, meeting the people 
— meeting the nice people,” he added. ‘‘I 
won’t miss the irritating phone calls and the 
irate readers.” 

“Over the years, working as editor and 
photographer, I got to meet a jot of nice 
people. In the early 50’s it was my fortune to 
meet Sonny Cogan, who was then state 
editor of the Bay City Times. He needed a 
stringer from our area and he talked me into 
taking it. I learned the journalism part of 
the trade by hook or crook,”’ 

Madsen also became friends with Wayne 
Clark, the professional photographer who 
helped promote Grayling. And Madsen had 
the honor of meeting Governor George 
Romney, Governor William Milliken, 
Governor James Blanchard, and U.S. Con- 
gressmen Cederberg, Ruppe, Davis, 
Albosta and Schuette. Through Camp Gray- 
ling, he met Generals MacDonald, 


Schnipke, Johnston, and Andrews, all Ad- 
jutant Generals of the Michigan National 
Guard, and many other high ranking offt- 
cers.

‘Another highlight would have to be meet- 
ing all the Miss Michigan Winter Sports 
Pageant Queens. I have to admit I was a lit- 
tle prejudiced toward them,” he joked. 

Madsen also enjoyed meeting other 
editors and publishers at state meetings. 

“It was a good way to talk about problems 
you might have in common.” 


Madsen started young in the newspaper 
business ~~ at the age of 16. His first job with 
the Otsego County Herald Times came after 
two bad accidents. In a basketball game 
during his junior year, he was pushed into a 
stage at the end of the court and he broke his 
wrist. A few weeks later, with his arm in a 
cast and sling, he reached for a beaker of 
sulphuric acid in chemistry lab and knocked 
it on his leg causing severe burns. 

His family didn’t have insurance and 
treatment for the two accidents was expen- 
sive. A benefit basketball game was held to 
raise money and Madsen went to the news- 
paper office afterwards to place a Thank- 
You. The owner asked him if he wanted to 
work and Madsen began his 45 years of 
newspaper work. 

He swept floors, fed coal in the furnace, 
and washed presses, plates, and rollers. He 
soon graduated inte more dirty work as a 
printer’s devil. 


“J had to melt the metal used each week 
down in the basement and the dirt and metal 
would make an awful smoke. There wasn’t 
any windows so I had to stick my head out 
the coal chute for a breath of fresh air,” 

He worked five years in Gaylord until the - 
Army drafted him in October, 1942. He went 
overseas to Okinawa and Korea and later 
was Stationed at several U.S. bases. He 
married Thelma Papendick in the summer 
of 1944 and their daughter Toni was born in 
1945 and son Dane in 1948. 

Whitey and Thelma met through basket- 
ball. Although he played for Gaylord and 
she was cheerleader for Grayling, he said 
fraternizing with opponents was not unusual 
in those days. 

“It was a lot different back then. The boys 
in Gaylord had a motto, ‘We cover the 
North like the snow.’ We would pick dif- 
ferent towns to go to just to meet girls.”’ 

After the service, Madsen went to work 
for Bob Strong at the Crawford County 
Avalanche. He started running the linotype 
presses and eventually became backroom 
foreman, 

Running the old presses will be an ex- 
perience he never forgets. The static elec- 
tricity from the presses was so bad they °

more humidity. They tried hanging Christ- 
mas tinsel to draw off the static charge. 
Nothing worked well. 

The static electricity was a mild problem 
compared to the heat from melting lead on 
summer days, Somedays the temperature 
reached 120 degrees Fahrenheit in the old 
Avalanche building. 

In 1967, a group of Madsen, LeRoy Papen- 
dick, Dick Jones, Dana McVay, and Richard 
Milliman bought the Avalanche from 
Strongs, and Madsen became Editor- 
Publisher. 

“It was a challenge and I accepted it. 
Being in the public eye is something I’m 
going to miss. Everyone has an ego.”’ 

The paper grew in the 20 years under 
Madsen. It went from an average of eight 
pages an issue with 2,000 circulation to an 
average of 16 pages with a circulation of 


4,600 


In addition to his newspaper work, Mad- 


sen also served on the Grayling City Council 
for five and a half years and the Grayling 
Chamber of Commerce. But he is best 
known for his newspaper contributions. 
Close to 200 persons turned out Saturday, 
November 1, to honor him at a surprise 
retirement party. Along with jokes about his 
“orange pop” and ‘‘turkey,”’ his fair, honest 
treatment of people was commended. 
Eleven organizations presented him with 
appreciation awards, Mike Delp read a 
testimonial to his ability to get along with 
people, and Avalanche owner Richard 
Milliman praised his work. 

Madsen is only the fourth Editor- 
Publisher of the Avalanche in 104 years. He 
joins Dr. Oscar Palmer (1882-1911), Oscar 
Schumann (1911-1944), and Robert Strong 
(1944-1967). 

He stepped down from his editor position 
at the Avalanche November 1 but he will 
remain as publisher on a part-time basis.

-,-Tony Doremire is a special type of person. 

Although it’s impossible to please all of 
the people all of the time, Tony manages to 
be well-liked by most of the community. 

It hurt me and many others to hear of his 
recent heart attack in the early hours of 
Wednesday, October 22. 

.Tony earned my respect through his 
dedicated work witthe county ambulance 
corps. He started the Crawford County Am- 
bulance Corps around 1974 and has been 
director ever since. Starting with his service 
as a medic in the Air Force, Tony has been 
rushing to emergency scenes for about 26 
years. 

Yet, he isn’t jaded or hardened by it all, 
despite witnessing as many as 4,000 bloody, 
gruesome scenes. 

Pll never forget the interview I had with 
Tony when I asked him what was the tough- 
est type of accident for him to face. 

He looked at me and, without a moment’s 
hesitation, he said, ‘‘Any accident involving 
children.” 


ONE OF THE WONDERS of human 
nature is that two individuals can look at 
the same set of facts and come up with two 
distinctly different conclusions. 

. ‘That’s what makes life so unpredictable 
... and that’s why we have lawyers and 
courtrooms, too. 

’ A case in point is the political maneu- 
vering rampant throughout Michigan in 
this campaign year centered on the 
question of economicrecovery. — 

There is little argument that Michigan is 
much better off economically in 1986 than 
it was a few years ago. But one main ques- 
tion remains: Who is reponsible? 
~ One school of thought is that credit 
belongs to President Ronald Reagan, and 
his economic policies, for what he’s been 
able to accomplish on the national level to 
make things better. 

Across the room is the second school of 
thought, giving credit in Michigan to Gov. 
James Blanchard, and his economic poli- 
cies, for what he’s been able to accomplish 
on the state level to make things better.

MICHIGAN’S LARGEST newspaper, 
The Detroit News, a while back conducted 
a poll asking who was responsible for 
Michigan's relatively bright economic pic- 
ture right now. 

The results were almost exactly split ac- 
cording to political lines: 

‘Republicans credit Mr. Reagan over Mr. 
Blanchard, 65 percent to 20 percent; in ad- 
dition, 5 percent of Republicans said both 
should share the honors, and 7 percent said 
neither should get any credit. 

Among Democrats, however, the result 
was completely turned around. Democrats 
credit Mr. Blanchard over Mr. Reagan, 66 
percent to 15 percent; in addition 6 percent 
of Democrats said both should share the 
credit, and 6 percent said neither should. 

Turning to the independent for a true 
picture is no help. Among those who iden- 
tify themselves as neither Republican nor 
Democrat, the result was right down the 
middle - 37 percent said Mr. Reagan, 37 
percent said Mr. Blanchard, 10 percent 
said both, and 10 percent said neither. 

, * * * 

1 DON'T ARGUE with these results. My 
personal feeling is that the Michigan pic- 
ture would not be the same without Mr. 
Reagan in the White House, nor would it be

It is understandable why both political 
sides try to grab credit for how things are, 
because things are pretty good right now, 
all in all - especially compared with four 
years ago, or even two years ago - and they 
figure it will help their particular candi- 
dates in November. 

But it doesn’t appear that much glory 
will stick to any set of candidates; in other 
words, Democrats are going to vote for 
Democrats and Republicans for Republi- 
cans, as far as the economic issues are 
concerned.

THE NATURE of the political system is 
that the incumbents generally get credit - 
or blame - for shaping today’s situation, 
regardless of whether they are for or 
against any particular issues. 

If the voters are pretty well satisfied 
with their lives the way they are, then 


they will tend to vote for the people who . 


currently hold office; if, however, voters 
are dissatisfied with how they’re faring on 
election day, they will tend to vote for 
someone different. 

This generally holds true regardless of 
the level of government, and regardless of 
party, or regardless of mixed party, which 
is what we have in many sections of Mich- 
igan this election year. 


* x * 

IT ALSO IS the nature of the political 
beast to try to dodge blame when things 
start going bad. Thus, Republican ad- 
ministrators attempt to blame Democrat 
lawmakers when the economy is in poor 
shape, and Democrat legislators attempt 
to blame Republican executives for the 
same sins, and vice versa. 

If the economy in Michigan - and the 
country, for that matter - takes a turn for 
the worse, as it inevitably will one of these 
days, today’s honor-grabbing exercise will 
be reversed. It’s one of the rules of the 
game. 

In most cases, however, there’s enough 
credit to go around and there’s enough 
blame to spread, too. : 

Government is not a one-person show. It 
takes more than one person to make a 
mess, and more than one to clear it up, too.

The Public Service Commission said it 
has no objections to Consumers Power 
Company resuming construction of its 
Midland power plant under a proposed 
partnership. 

Unanimous orders issued by the PSC 
cleared the last regulatory hurdles for the 
new partnership to proceed with the $560 
million project to convert the idled plant to 
a gas-fired electric/steam cogeneration 
facility. 

The actions means Consumers will be 
able to salvage a major portion of its $4.1 
billion investment in what was intended to 
be a nuclear generating plant. 

The planned conversion will use about 
$993 million in existing facilities in ad- 
dition to the $560 million invested by Dow, 
Consumers and other partners for the 1,250 
megawatt generator which will also 
produce 1 million pounds of steam an hour. 
“On-line in 7°89,” is how Consumers 
spokesman Paul Knopick described the 
Midland plant’s future, and predicted it 
would be operational within three years. 


‘“‘We can now go forward and convert 
Midland. The thrust (of the PSC action) is 
everything, we could have asked for,’ he 
said. He said the one remaining step is to 
finalize the partnership agreement with 
Dow Chemical and others who will invest 
in the conversion project. 

PSC chairman William Long said the 
action did not give official] approval for the 
project, but instead clarified restrictions 
which had been placed on the utility when 


_ it was granted a $91 million a year rate 


hike last year to fend off bankruptcy 
brought on by the burden of the failed 
nuclear facility. 

The order in fact states that the action 
may not be used as evidence of PSC sup- 
port for the project, the prudence of the 
venture, or a determination of rates. 

“It’s really a management position on 
moving ahead on the project,’’ Long said. 
“It's free to enter into the type of venture it 
described, but only if ratepayer money is 
not involved.” 

He said commissioners did not really 
discuss whether $91 million rate should be 
rescinded in light of the utility’s stated 
ability to come up with $50 million to invest 
in the conversion project. 

Commissioner Matthew McLogan said 
that ability only reflects that the financial

stabilization rate is working, but the utility 
is still far from financial health. 

Knopick said the $50 million would 
come from debts backed by stockholders. 

In its orders, the PSC said Consumers 
assurance that it would put no more than 
$50 million toward the conversion and that 
the money would not come directly from 
ratepayers means the proposal would not 
violate conditions set in the 1985 rate or- 
der. The commission rejected the utility's 
request that the condition against further 
investments be lifted. 

“Because we find that Consumers 
cannot spend jurisdictional revenues at 
Midland, the question of whether Con- 
sumers would jeopardize its financial 
stability by the expenditure of ratepayers’ 
funds is moot,” the PSC said. 

Assistant Attorney General Hugh An- 
derson declined immediate comment, 
although Keliey said last month he could 
support the conversion project is no 
ratepayer funds were used.

Tuchinsky, an opponent of the Midland 
project, objected to the order, saying the 
PSC was “playing word games’ by

stable, it couldn’t afford to put that money 
into Midland,” he said. He said the cost of 
electricity from the converted plant would 
raise Consumers rates 20-22 percent, with 
other Midland-related costs pushing rates 
even higher. 

Consumers officials said rates would 
be increased 10-15 percent when the 
Midiand-produced power is added to the 
rest of the system. 

The PSC still will have authority to 

determine the prudence of the rates Con- 
sumers will pay the new partnership for 
power it buys from the converted Midland 
plant. 
, The only other pending Midland- 
related case before the PSC is Consumers’ 
request for about $1.9 billion to cover the 
costs of its unused and abandoned nuclear 
facilities. 

In another, the commission said Con- 
sumers complied last year with all 12 of 
the conditions outlined in the financial 
stabilization order.

During my years of work- 
ing with the elderly I have 
learned to recognize the 
reason for their behavioral 
problems. 

As we know, a patient’s 
behavior can he the result of 


a stroke, or his medications . 


may be too strong for him, or 
he may have built up an im- 
munity. I have also recog- 
nized behavioral changes as 
a result of a patient having to 
give up so much control of 
his life in adjusting to the 
nursing home situation. This 
can be overwhelming to a 
patient who although dis- 
abled physically still has a 
sharp mind that is able to 
comprehend what is happen- 
ing. This patient can become 
rebellious when told to do 
something by a nurse. 

I have found’ that in 
several situations instead of 
saying, ‘‘Let me help you,” if 
I say, ‘‘Can you help me?” it 
eases the tension. Whether 
dressing or moving a 
patient, it makes him feel 
important to know that he is 


-helping you instead of you 


helping him. This has helped 
me handle a patient in dif- 
ferent situations to become 
more cooperative. 

Also, I praise the patient 
for any little thing he does to 
help. He needs to feel he still 
is useful and is doing some- 
thing important in caring for 
himself.
